One fact that is well-known but not al- 
ways remembered should be brought to 
light afresh when the events of today are 
viewed against the historic background. It 
is this: the men who revolted 163 years 
ago and created the United States as an 
independent country were Englishmen. 
They were English of the English, the 
hardy, pioneering type. They revolted be- 
cause they were Englishmen, and would 
not stand for “taxation without represent- 
ation’. Men of other breed might have 
submitted to be bossed, but they would 
not. 

Nothing of that kind can happen again, 
because the peoples of the British Domin- 
ions now govern themselves, tax them- 
selves and spend the money, with the free 
and full approval of the people and Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain. For this a good 
deal of credit belongs to the Englishmen 
of the thirteen colonies who revolted a 
century and a half ago. They taught the 
statesmen and people of Old England that 
the way to build an Empire was to let it 
grow and develop the institutions of free 
government. 


Editorial Notes 


Having failed to convince a judge on 
the point, Col. Drew wanted the public 
accounts committee of pagliament to find 
Major Hahn guilty of fraud. The com- 
mittee in its investigations learned that 
the alleged “fraud” has resulted in a $5,- 
000,000 contract coming to Canada and 
in the creation at Toronto of the most 
efficient small arms factory in the 
British Empire. Canada could use some 
more men of that type in its industrial 
life. 


Crop conditions in this part of the 
province have been supposed by many Ed- 
monton people to be typical of conditions 
throughout the province.
